TWIN FALLS - A South Park resident 
said he’ll sell his home following a City 
Council vote Monday night that lets 
government agencies lease the buildings 
they occupy in Twin Falls. 

The vote opened the door for a work- 
release center to open on Washington 
Street South that the state would lease from 
-local-invcstor-Recd-Cooldr-Areo-rcsidcnts- 
do not want the center to open. 

“If you vote unanimously to pass this, I 
disassociate myself from this town, this 
community, this state,” C.E. Bradley said. 

Bradley was one of^dozen or so South 
-Park•a^ca-Tcsidents-whl^tl^cd^o^almhe■ 
council out of partly changing the 
definition of a governmental facility in the 
city zoning code. 

“The day that place opens there will be a 
signJn my-front yard that says -Due to the 
greed of various individuals, this ho’jsc for 
sole - cheap!’ ” Bradley told the council. 

He’d rather live in California, Oregon, or 
Washington than live with the work center, 
he said. 

The council’s unanimous vole followed 


Couneilwoman Pam Dowd abstained 
from voting because the company her 
husband works for has an ongoing contract 
with the developer of the work-rcicusc 
center, she said. 

The zoning 'bode had stated that 
governmental facilities must be “owned 
and operated” by the county, state or 
federal. agencies occupying the building. 
As a result of the council's vote, the 
wording now stnras.that^vcrnmcntn! 
-f8cilities-must-bc-"opcraicdTjr-occnpicd“— 
by the various agencies. 

Another area resident, Doris Graves, told 
the council Monday that Twin Falls is the 
only ci ty in Idah o that docs not require a 

spccial-usc_pconit_for_govcrnineiit- 

'prblcctive families. 

The work-release facility would house 
convicted felons soon to be released from 
prison.' Area residents worry that violent 
offenders will live at the facility. 

“I hope wc don’t have to come back 
before you and say ’I told you so,’ " 
Graves said. 

Councilman Jim Vickers said he’d like 
the city to look at requiring special-use 
permits for such facilities. But City 
Attorney Fritz Wondcrlich said the council
